Main Line Baseball Honors Again 

Are Won by Borough Athletes 

Narberth Was Victor in Exciting 9-7 Match on Berwyn Grounds Last 

Saturday Afternoon. 



Merion, Narberth and Wynne- 
wood will be given a new bus line 
and Bala-Cynwyd, Narberth and 
Ardmore will be given more fre- 
quent service if an application which 
the Philadelphia Suburban Transit 
Company has presented to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission is granted. 
A uniform io-cent fare will also be 
established. 

This was brought out at the Sep- 
tember meeting of Borough Council, 
when a copy of the petition was dis- 
cussed by the members. 

The bus company, which operates 
the present line from Overbrook to 
Bryn Mawr via the Montgomery 
Pike, has asked permission to short- 
en its present route and make An- 
derson avenue, Ardmore, the new 
terminus. This will mean faster 
service for Bala-Cynwyd and Nar- 
berth, the intermediate communities. 
A request has also been made for 
permission to run a new line down 
Wynnewood road and across 
Wynnewood to Montgomery Pike 
and from there to Bryn Mawr. This 
would give bus service to the south 
sides of Merion and Wynnewood, 
which districts at present have no 
service. This, however, may be 
blocked as the Lower Merion Com- 
mission has gone on record as op- 
posed to more bus lines on township 
highways. 

If the application for the new 
route and for the re-routing of the 
present Bryn Mawr line is granted 
permission will be asked to estab- 
lish a uniform io-cent fare on all 
lines. The present fare ranges from 
five cents to 25. 

The only objection to this change 
would come from residents of Nar- 
berth and Ardmore. At present a 
five-cent zone exists between those 
two communities. 

Three routes in all will be put into 
operation if the application is 
granted. The first, the new route, 
will be from Sixty-third street and 
Lancaster avenue, Overbrook, to 
City Line to Wynnewood avenue, to 
Perm road, to Aubrey road to Kent 
road, to Church road to Thompson 
avenue, to Montgomery avenue, to 
Merion road to Wyndham road to 
Morris avenue (Bryn Mawr P. R. 
R. station) to Montgomery avenue 
and return. 

Route 2 will be from Sixty-third 
street and Lancaster avenue to City 
Line to Bryn Mawr avenue to Hav- 
erford avenue to Essex avenue, to 
Montgomery avenue to Anderson 
avenue, Ardmore, and return. 

This is an abbreviation of the 
present line which runs to Bryn 
Mawr station. In addition to cut- 
ting off the run to Bryn Mawr the 
line would also save territory in 
Narberth where it would run down 
Haverford avenue instead of going 
out Montgomery avenue to Nar- 
berth avenue adn down to Haver- 
ford as at present. 

Route 3 will be Fifty-fourth 
street and City avenue to Consho- 
hocken avenue to State road, to 
Levering Mill road to Meeting 
House lane to Montgomery avenue 
to Narberth avenue to Windsor ave- 
nue to Essex avenue to Haverford 
avenue to Narberth avenue and re- 
turn. This is the same almost as 
the present short-line covering this 
district. The only change is.in Nar- 
berth, where instead of running to 
Essex avenue and into Haverford 
and out Narberth the line would go 
directly down Narberth to Essex 
avenue to Haverford and back. 

The hearing on the application 
was to have been held last Thursday 
at the Philadelphia City Hall but 
was postponed. 

Parker S. Williams, solicitor for 
the Lower Merion Commission, has 
been instructed to attend the hear- 
ing and inform the Public Service 
Commission of the township board's 
opposition to new routes. 

State Senator Fletcher W. Stites, 
solicitor for Narberth Borough, will 
also attend the hearing but will pre- 
sent no objections as the Narberth 
Council has tacitly approved of the 
changes proposed by the company. 

Whether the petition for new 
routes and fare is granted or not the 
communities bordering on Mont- 
gomery Pike will soon be given 
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Again the Main Line League gon- 
falon floats high over Narberth.

FINDS COAL SHORT 



Only Big Dealers on Main 

Line Have a Supply 

Left. 



FEW ARE UNPREPARED 



The end of almost a month of 
the coal strike finds the smaller 
dealers of the Main Line entirely 
out of anthracite and unable to 
make even routine deliveries to 
regular customers. However, no 
fear of suffering among consum- 
ers is anticipated unless extremely 
cold weather should set in. 

The strike is expected to work 
no hardships on the average 
householder, due to the fact that 
most of them stored up coal dur- 
ing the summer in anticipation of 
the strike. There are some, it is 
declared, who were unable to 
stock up because of small bins and 
limited storage space. These few 
may experience difficulty in case 
of very cold weather but dealers 
hope shortly to take care of their 
demands by aid of substitutes. 
The first carloads of these are 
now beginning to arrive. 

On the Main Line, Smedley cS: 
Mehl in Ardmore, the Narberth 
Coal Company and a few other 
large dealers are the only ones 
who still have coal in their bins. 
They have refused to sell to small- 
er dealers and -are holding their 
supplies for their regular trade. 

In spite of the shortage there 
has been no increase in prices or 
attempt to profiteer. There was 
a slight increase in some grades 
early in the month but this, it was 
pointed out by dealers, was the 
regular fall increase and had noth- 
ing to do with the strike.

FOR DEMOCRATIC COUNCILMAN 

To the Editor of "Our Town :" 

We Democrats have to admit, of 
course, that we are so greatly outnum- 
bered in this State and borough that the 
results of an election are usually deter- 
mined when the primary has indicated 
which candidates are to receive the Re- 
publican nominations. Still, everyone 
agrees that it is desirable that the Demo- 
crats should maintain an organization 
and seriously campaign in behalf of their 
.candidates. 

There are enough Democrats in Nar- 
berth so that we should have at least 
one member on the Borough Council. 
One in seven is not asking much, and 
encourages us to keep going. Council- 
man Wentz. who is retiring this year, 
after serving two terms, has been our 
representative in Council for eight years. 
In local affairs the question as to whether 
a man is a Republican or a Democrat is 
not so important as to whether he has 
the right kind of ability and experience 
to serve his own community. 

At the primary election last week we 
endorsed three Republican candidates and 
were glad to do so, but the only Demo- 
crat who asked for a Republican en- 
dorsement was turned down by twenty- 
one votes. I refer to Mr. A. E. Wohlert, 
who has been a resident of Narberth 
for more than fifteen years, who is one 
of the most prosperous local business 
men and whose interest in public affairs, 
integrity, independence and courage are 
not questioned by anyone. 

Mr. Wohlert's name will appear on 
the election ballot in November as a 
Democrat and I strongly urge my Re- 
publican friends and neighbors to give 
him their votes. The fact that Mr. Woh- 
lert had the endorsement of the Nar- 
berth Street Improvement Association, a 
non-partisan organization, is an indica- 
tion that he is favorably regarded by 
people who have been in a position to 
know of his work for the public good.

The Spectator Comments on Recent

The elections last week had 
many interesting features and not 
';he least of them was the manner 
in which Mrs. Nickerson came 
down the stretch in the contest for 
Tax Collector. There is no ques- 
tion that the women rallied hand- 
somely to her support, which is 
not at all a usual thing for them 
to do where one of their own sex 
is concerned, despite the general 
impression to the contrary, but in 
addition to that valuable support 
came from those numerous men 
who knew her lamented husband 
thoroughly well and who had 
great admiration for the pluck} 
fight the widow has put up since 
her sorry bereavement. Lester 
Nickerson could never be de- 
scribed as an effusive or demon- 
strative man, but he was a splen- 
'b'cl type of Christian citizen, and 
there was no good thing in the 
borouarh which did not receive the 
cordial and earnest support of the 
Nickerson household. He came 
down this way from the Cape Cod 
countrv, where the Nickerson 
name harkens back to long ago, 
and was fortunate in a wife of 
sterling qualities, steadfast to high 
principles, lovely in demeanor and 
effective in every task she under- 
took. The husband's death long 
before his allotted time, leaving 
behind two splendid boys of ele- 
mentary school age, presented a 
problem calling for prodigious for- 
titude and courage, and the man- 
ner in which Mrs. Nickerson has 
come to the rescue of her own sit- 
uation certainly resulted in many 
votes last Tuesday which could 
properly be regarded as sheer per- 
sonal tribute to her excellent 
womanhood.

He served on the 
School Board for a number of 
years and happened to be there 
when the school question gener- 
ally throughout Pennsylvania was 
the subject of great irritation and 
querulous procedure, and Nar- 
berth tame in for its share of the 
maelstrom. He stood his ground 
throughout the thickest of the fray 
and then, apparently being im- 
pressed with the futility of the 
contention, resigned the office to 
the great regret of many citizens 
who shared his lack of patience 
with the whole situation. His 
death is a distinct and grievous 
loss to Narberth.

Library Asks for Individual Support 
to Maintain Work. 
Whenever the . Community 
Library has needed a table or a 
shelf or nearly anything else to sup- 
plement its physical equipment, men- 
tion of the need in these columns 

has always brought a prompt and 
generous response. Now the time 
has come when it is necessary to 
make a broader appeal. The Li- 
brary Association needs annual 
memberships, several hundred of 
them at $1,00 a year, and would 
be delighted to secure more life 
memberships at $25.00 a year. 

It should be remembered that 
the Library started without funds 
?nd has depended for its income 
on the money derived from rent- 
ing new fiction. All of the mem- 
bers of the staff serve without 
compensation, and the quarters 
so far have been contributed rent 
free. By this means the Library 
has been able to grow to its pres- 
ent size and usefulness. 

Larger size and the prospect of 
new and permanent quarters in 
the Community Building impose 
greater obligations of service and 
involve more expense than was 
necessary when a few books filled 
a few shelves in the Y. M. C. A. 
lobby. It is especially necessary 
now to have available the standard 
works of English literature and a 
wide range of reference works in 
order to give the students of the 
borough the service which they 
require. Such books cannot be 
bought from the rental funds 
which must steadily be reinvested 
in fiction in order to maintain an 
uninterrupted income from that 
source. 

Therefore, the time has come 
when everyone in Narberth and 
vicinity can help directly. This 
appeal is directed especially to 
every person who has enjoyed the 
library facilities and to all those 
parents whose children have been 
served free of charge. The Com- 
munity Library asks for annual 
memberships at $1.00 a year. The 
Library Association was formed 
last May and there are now two 
life members at $25.00 and about 
50 annual members at $1.00. Judg- 
ing by, the list of adults who pat- 
ronize the Library regularly there 
should be 400 memberships at 
least. ■ -, -„,_,_

day, October 5, and at that meet- 
ing the annual reports of the 
officers and of the librarian will 
be presented and plans for fur- 
ther work and service in the new 
building will be discussed. So far 
as the use of books is concerned, 
membership in the Library Asso- 
ciation does not entitle a person to 
any special privileges, but mem- 
bership does give to the Library 
a permanent support which it ser- 
iously needs, and enables the 
member to participate directly in 
the election of trustees and in the 
discussions at annual and special 
meetings.
